T»yLISAWILKIE - 
A Federal Court injunction could be han- 
ded down as early as this week due to a suit 
filed on behalf of Pete and Ernie Levas. The 
suit stems from an ordinance adopted by .the 
Antioch Village Board on Jan. 21 eliminating 
the sale of drug paraphernalia within the 
village limits. 

The Levas brothers, whose business was 
allegedly the most affected by the new law, 
are hoping to get at least a preliminary in- 
junction in the U.S. District Court for Nor- 
thern Illinois, located in Chicago, so that they 
can continue to operate their t-shirt and 
specialty business located on Main St. 
-Levas, in his store, sells t-shirts, tobaccos, j 
smoking utensils and other variety items. 

PETE LEVAS CONTENDED that the in- 
decision oil the . village's ; part to decide 
whether to enforce the law or not,- led to the 
removal of the pipes from his store. "My 
client removed pipes from his store out of i 
fear," stated Levas' attorney Michael J. 
Pritzker, a partner in ; the Keith Stroup 
lawfirm in Chicago!. "The village stated that 

they never took any action,' he added 
..According to Pritzker, there have- been 
over 50 decisions going .. against local or- 
dinances of the type Antioch. has. Ttiere is 
one that went in favor-of the ordinance, but it 
is being appealed. "We are optimistic that a 
judge will not uphold this ordinance," he 
stated. 



"Under this ordinance, what is described 
as drug parphernalia could be found in' a 
common drug or hardware store," stated 
Pritzker. "This is a vague, unconstitutional 
law," he stated. . 

ACCORDING TO Levas, the pipes he sells 
are not intended for illegal use. "I had good 
customers that bought pipes for collection 
purposes," he stated/ He also maintained 
that the false accusation that he sells drug 
paraphernalia has hurt his business. "I run a 
respectable business, and my clients are all 
adults able to make their own decisions," he 
stated. "The village is wasting my time and 
their money by letting this thing go to court," 
hesaid. 

Levas said that he thought there could 
have been some sort of compromise at the 
very beginning of the drawing of the or- 
dinance. "We were never approached at the 
beginning of this thing about being offensive 
to the people .of, this village. We have en-. 
.' forced a strict, age limit, and we do not 
display any of our utensils in our windows," 
he stated. "The action of the village officials 
& going to endup costing Antioch taxpayers 
a lot of money;" he added. 

Antioch officials, including Mayor Michael 
Haley and Attorney Andrew Lynch, were 
hesitant to comment on the- situation. "I 
really don't know anything about the 
situation," Haley stated. "I understand that 
Levas has filed for an injunction so that he

The Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission (N1PC) has filed no objection to the 
grant request of -$43,000 by the Antioch Lions 
Club.

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Antioch High School has a distributive 
education program that, like many of the 
school's other programs, gives students a 
chance to experience the working world first 
hand. 

The program, under the direction of 
twelve-year instructor Keith Ewert, .is a two- 
year course that teaches students about 
retail business. Students in the class must 
hold an afternoon job, and to enter the class, 
they must fill out an application which is . 
s creened by Ewert. The studnet then must 
participate in a one to two hour interview 
with the instructor. "Many people who don't 
understand the class, think that It is for the 
student with attendance problems," Ewert 
stated. "The class has very strict guidelines, ' 
and part of the student's grade comes from 
job performance, thus there can be no at- 
tendance problems,' 'he added. 

THE CLASS HAS three basic phases: 
classroom, job and club. The classroom 
phase, of course, is the instructional part of 
the course,. the actual book work. "The two-,,- 
year class is an ongoing thing," Ewert said. 
In other words, the learning cycle is not 
repeated to the students over the two-year 
period. 



Secondly,, students, must enter the retail 
community. "It's surprising how many An- 
tioch business people are anxious to have 
students from this class involved in their 
business," the instructor noted. 

Businesses work closely with the in- 
structor. "Students are graded on both short 
and long-term achievements," stated Ewert. 

All teens in the class must join the 
distributive ed club; According to Ewert, this/ 
gives students a chance \p develop, leader/ 
ship, skills and make group decisipi 
"Students -get -very-involved -within .the 
school,? Ewert said. "They address other 
classes about the program, and construct 
bulletin boards. They also have written 
congressmen about the program," he added. 

THE STUDENTS also compete for awards 
on a state and national basis. "Students face 
a very hard test in competition," Ewert 
noted. "Most people in actual business 
wouldn't want to go through what they do." 
• According to Ewert,' students must be 
prepared to show competency in three out of 
the following areas in their individual career 
areas: human relations, mathematics sales,
